On 28 March 1952, a Mr. McGuire in G-2 Per el 
was contacted concerning the release of and 
McGuire stated that he had no objection. 


The above information has been given General Bolling 
with a request that if he found that the facts in this case were 
inaccurate that he get in touch with me. 


It should be noted that General Bolling stated to me 
that he wo not stand in the way of any of his people securing 
better positii with this Agency provided clearance was first 
obtained from his office in order to give his people an opportunity 
to secure qualified replacements.
